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All officials of the EYfA, from Kommndcur upward, wore obliged to attend 
an orientation lecture (Broitenscbulung) given by Komandeux Jaha (fan), 
of tli© Incpektions-Abteilin^r* The lecture covered the breakdown and tacti- 
cal employment of the German Infantry regiment* All the VolkspoliBei schools 
and Bercito liaften are to receive a tactical training guide which is to be 
based on this lecture* Inspekteur Barowka (fnu), head of the Ahteilung 
Schulung, enioined all those present to treat the lecture as strictly con- 
fidential. Source believes that the Uniting of tactical training with 
the German* as opposed to the Russian* e.my formation sets a precedent 
which possibly indicates that a 11 People's Aimtf* m ay be modeled along these 
lines. Tho secrecy with which this lecture was surrounded my indicate that 
toe heads of the IIYfA real iso the incompatibility of this type of tra ining 
with the ostensible police character of the ormni^.tion.

Source saw no possible parallel between 
the organisation of the Yolkspolisei and the organisation of I YD troops.
